SAN FRANCISCO (®#—Evaneglist Billy Graham 
Sunday urged wives to stay attractive and hus- 
bands to be a generous banker in the home. 

Graham, who has voiced approval of the sack 
dress, told a Cow Palace crowd officially reported 
at 16,300, that ‘“‘a wife should stay attractive—no 
wonder some husbands don’t come home.” 

He opened the third week of his eight-week 
crusade here speaking on ‘problems of the 
home, and how to pick a mate.” 

“No woman,” Graham said, “can be truly 
beautiful apart from Christ. Christ can give a 
woman more physical beauty and attractiveness 
than all the formulas, diets and slenderizing 
schemes put together.” 

Wives have a responsibility to stay attractive, 
he said, but husbands should “‘love your wife.

As pointed out 
so well in an editorial reprinted on this 
page from the Vienna News, there are 
issues and “It’s time to do some clean 
sweeping and not just brushing them un- 
der the rug.” 

Recent revelations about state gov- 
ernment have uncovered practices which 
if not checked will break the back of 
Georgia taxpayers. The excuse that they 
did not begin in this administration is all 
the more reason that a halt be called. 

By virtue of huge increases in taxes 
and hikes in the state’s bonded indebt- 
edness, this administration has had more 
to spend. But because of this fact it has 
had much, much more to waste. It be- 
comes obvious that unless this is elimi- 
nated, tax bills inevitably will go higher 
and higher. 

‘The next administration and the next 
General Assembly must check these 
trends. We believe the people of Georgia 
are tired of paying ever-increasing tax 
bills without any effort being made to 
achieve economy, efficiency and business- 
like methods of administration. Certainly 
it is time to make such an objective the 
prime political issue in the state. 

Taxpayers, deluded so often with false 
promises and demagoguery by politicians 
out to gain control of the state’s politi- 
cal machinery and their funds, had best 
take a long and searching look at all can- 
didates this year. They have little left to 
lose except their shirts.

Passenger Loss Puts 


Squeeze on Railroads 


- The days of the de luxe passenger 
train apparently are numbered. 

. Recently the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad discontinued all passenger serv- 
ice between New York City and Washing- 
ton. 


The New York Central’s Twentieth 
Century Limited has been changed 
from an extra-fare, nonstop, all-Pullman 
train into a mixed train of baggage cars, 
day coaches and sleepers. 

- For 56 years the Twentieth Century 
Limited had furnished plush transporta- 
tion between New York City and Chicago. 
In 1929 the Century on one day moved 
894 passengers east from Chicago, carry- 
ing them in seven sections. 

. By 1958 the fares had dwindled to as 
féw as 80 each way daily. The railroad es- 
timated it was losing $1.50 on each $5 in 
fare collected. 

* So the passenger service dwindles on 
the New York Central and the B&O for 
tHe same reason the Central of Georgia 
was forced to curtail service between 
Atlanta and Columbus.

+ One reason is technological. The best 
the Twentieth Century could do between 
New York and Chicago was 16 hours.

The Twentieth Century requires a 33- 
man crew from terminal to terminal. A 
plane operating over the same route car- 
ries a crew of five. If each conveyance 
carries 80 passengers, then it takes no 
higher mathematician to see the cost 
differential. 


Regardless of the cause, the trend is 
there. The railroads must decide whether 
to continue carrying passengers. The pub- 
lic must decide if it will ride the trains. 
The latter decision seems to have been 
made. 


It leaves the railroads little choice.

The second public meeting at which 
citizens are invited to make suggestions 
pertaining to the Atlanta school curricu- 
lum will be held at 7:30 p.m. TueSday in 
the Life of Georgia auditorium. 

Sponsored by the League of Women 
Voters, the session will be a follow-up to 
one conducted recently by the Board of 
Education. Time ran out at the latter 
hearing before the public had opportu- 
nity to be heard fully, a situation which 
should be avoided at the upcoming forum. 

Even so, the framework was laid for 
what should develop into an interesting 
and constructive airing of opinion Tues- 
day night. 

Further recommendations are in order 
concerning the eighth grade, admittedly 
the weakest link in the educational chain. 

In addition to exploring the possibili- 
ties of beefing up the curriculum in gen- 
eral, special attention ‘should be paid to 
further ways in which students of ex- 
ceptional ability can be given opportuni- 
ties for advanced study. 

Although the Atlanta school system 
as a whole shapes up well and is ably 
administered, there has been criticism 
from time to time that certain courses 
are much too soft and accomplish little. 

Public meetings such as the ones be- 
ing held can be most. helpful in formulat- 
ing improvements. Parents and educators 
working together can accomplish won- 
ders. The trouble too often has been that 
parents do not concern themselves suffi- 
ciently with the problem.

Building Permits Show 
City’s Determined Spirit 


One good reason why Atlanta has not 
been as hard hit by the business recession 
as have some other cities is its irrepres- 
sible spirit and will to grow.

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Pulse of the Public 


Judge Says There’s Too Much ‘Meddling’ 
With Court Procedure and Rules Already 


Atlanta — Editorial support of 
agitation for changes in court pro- 
cedure could do further. violence 
to established rules of procedure 
in our courts. 


We have been led into the wil- 
derness not by lack of reform of 
court procedure but because of 
it. Before we commenced to sup- 
plant rules grounded in centuries 
of experience with rules of prac- 
tice based upon hope rather than 
experiences, we had simple, easi- 
ly applied rules designed to 
streamline pleadings to present to 
juries only actionable complaints. 


Our appellate courts cannot 
consider 30 per cent of cases cur- 
rently appealed because estab- 
lished rules have been discarded 
in a quest for procedureless pro- 
cedure. 


Court dockets are not crowded 
because of motions and special 
pleas, but because it takes time 
to hear witnesses. No rule will 
telescope an hour-long story by 
a witness into a 15-minute story. 

The great Chief Justice Bleck- 
ley said: “ .. . Without justice 
of procedure, courts cannot know, 
nor be made to know, what jus- 
tice of substance is, nor which par- 
ty ought to prevail. As well might 
a man put out his eyes in order 
to see better as for a court to 
stray from justice of procedure 
in order to administer justice of 
substance.” 

We need a quarter - century 
moratorium on meddling with 
rules of procedure. Every time 
the Legislature has met in the 
past decade it repeals much of 
the law I have burrec the prover- 
bial midnight oil for 40 years to 
learn.

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Memories of 1890s 
Make His Back Ache 


Atlanta—The lead item of Leo 
Aikman’s May 5 column made 
my backache ¢ome back unex- 
pectedly. That back and Presi- 
dent Cleveland's depression of 
the 1890’s have much in common. 
Cleveland had come in as presi- 
dent for a second time because 
Benjamin Harrison, a Republi- 
can, had bhe'ped the War Between 
the States veterans of the North

lars a month. 

At the time no grain-grinding 
mills, either stone-grinding or 
roller mills, were guving up any- 
where in the country. So my 60- 
year-old father, wearing his cus- 
tomary white muslin shirt, white 
“paper” collar and blacc bow 
tie, had no work superintending 
the installing of grain mill ma- 
chinery.

So he ‘bought 
us” a farm cheap. He decided 
potatoes would be our big crop 
for the first year as they were 
still bringing 50 cents a bushel. 
To me he sold the idea vf help- 
ing eighteen dollars’ worth to pay 
fer the new public and Sunday 
school clothing and shoes I had 
to have for the next winter. 

We raised acres of fine pota- 
toes but their price had dropped 
to the level of other farm prod- 
ucts. They sold for 10 cents a 
bushel in two-bushel burlap bags

Kennedy’s Wealth 


Is Blessing, Curse 


WASHINGTON—If a man is born with a sil- 
ver spoon (gold inlaid) in his mouth, he never 
gets too far away from the smell of money, 


the bittersweet odor of affluence. Having a good deal of the ready 
and the folding probably was determining in all the factors en- 
abling John F. Kennedy of Massachusetts to reach the U.S. Senate. 


The same circumstance, how- 
ever, is presently both a curse 
and a boon to him in the frankly 
indelicate pace he is setting for 
the 1960 Democratic presidential 
nomination. 


Probably the net result of it is 
that Sen. Kennedy would be bet- 
ter off just now if he did not 
have a large and well-advertised 
bank account—and if his father, 
Joseph P. Kennedy, did not have 
an even bigger and better one. 
But it is also true that without 
these comforting bulges in the 
family vault John Kennedy would 
not have been in position to have 
any of his present ambitions. 

Young Kennedy—on May 29 he 
will become a venerable old man 
of 41—has had a prolonged bath 
of national publicity. Few politi- 
cians—and practically no Demo- 
cratic politicians—have ever been 
showered with so much genial ink 
from so many slick-paper maga- 
zines. 

The fact that almost nothing 
unpleasant has been spilled upon 
him in these articles provides an 
example of the rhythm of good 
fortune-bad fortune that  ac- 
companies Kennedy’s march 
along the presidential trail. 

For all this has been most 
helpful in this sense: It has 
brought him currently before the 
public more prominently and in 
a more kindly way than any 
other Democratic hopeful for 
1960. 

But the very fact that his pub- 
licity has generally been uncriti- 
cal has done him anything but a 
service with other Democratic 
politicians and many others. They 
suspect him, soundly or not, of 
running a vast public relations 
stable—or of letting his father run 
one for him.

Averell Harriman of New York 
on the Democratic side and Nel- 
son Rockefeller on the Repub- 
lican—are not poignantly short of 
the long green. 

The distinction, if any, is that 
these men spend it with more re- 
straint and decorum—or so it is 
usually said or presumed. 

It may be, indeed, that associ- 
ation of the Kennedy name with 
wealth is as great a handicap to 
the senator as the fact that he 
is a Catholic. Fair-minded per- 
sons could not regard this latter 
fact as properly a disability. But 
some of the ablest politicians 
known to this correspondent—and 
some of them Catholics, too—be- 
lieve that it is. 

Otherwise, this is one observ- 
er’s balance sheet on Kennedy: 

Good points: An excellent politi- 
cal mind—one of the best, at 
least academically, in the Sen- 
ate. A strong sense of fairness 
and tolerance in public issues. 

Bad Points: A somewhat spotty 
voting record that has looked at 
times unduly expedient. A per- 
sonal ambition that perhaps has 
been rising too high and too 
soon.

He advised unions to de- 
vote’ more attention to measures 
to make “‘men count again,” but 
he cautioned that little headway 
could be made unless all segments 
of economic, cultural, political and 


He asserted that neither the 
bureaucrats nor the followers had 
any aim, but that each group de- 
luded itself with the thought that 
the other knéw where it was go- 
ing. 

He described our economic sys- 
tem as requiring men who felt 
independent, yet were willing to 
be commanded, to fit into the 
social machine without friction 
and to be “‘prompted without aim 
—except the one to make good, to 
be on the move, to function, to go 
ahead.”’

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With This Star Recipe 


By VIRGINIA DYSARD

Everyone who has any interest in cooking at all 
would like to try out the recipe that won first prize 
in a contest sponsored by the orange growers. 


This is true no tmatter what 
the winner is, but when it is 
a dessert the interest is multi- 


ple. 

The recipe below was entered 
by Margaret Gosner of San 
Bernardino, a first-time contest- 
ant, who took the top award 
in the cake division for her 
royal orange charlotte. High, 
wide and handsome, this cake 
looks like a dream. Fluffy me- 
ringue is spread on the sides of 
the cake, and a luscious golden 
filling of pineapple, orange, 
lemon’ juice and orange peel 
goes between and on the top. 
It’s popped into the oven and 
allowed to reach a golden tan. 

Here’s the burst of sunshine 
to go on the next dessert table: 


ROYAL ORANGE CHARLOTTE 


cups sifted cake flour, or 1% 
cups sifted all-purpose flour 
3 cups sugar 

3 teaspoons baking powder 
(double action) 

teaspoon soda 

teaspoon salt 

cup shortening, softened 
cup milk 

cup fresh orange juice 

egg yolks (44 cup), unbeaten 
teaspoon grated orange peel 


Sift flour, sugar, baking 
powder, soda and salt into 
large mixing bowl. Add soft- 
ened shortening, milk and 
orange juice; beat 2 minutes 
at medium speed with elec- 
tric mixer, or 200 strokes per 
minute by hand, Add egg 
yolks and orange peel; con- 
tinue beating 2 minutes. Pour 
batter into two 9-inch layer 
cake pans; bake in moderate 
oven (375 degrees) 30 to 35 
minutes. Remove from pans; 
cool on rack; prepare filling. 


ROYAL ORANGE FILLING 
3 tablespoons cornstarch 
cup sugar 
cup crushed pineapple, 
drained 
cup oranges, peeled and 
chopped (2 medium oranges) 
tablespoon butter or 
margarine 
tablespoon fresh lemon juice 
tablespoon grated orange peel 
Mix cornstarch and sugar 
in saucepan; blend in pine- 
apple and chopped orange, 
coking until clear and thick, 
about 10 minutes. Add but- 
ter, lemon juice and orange 
peel; cool. Spread one half of 
cooled filling over bottom 
layer; one half over center 
of top layer, leaving a border 
of 1% inches for meringue. 


MERINGUE 
4 egg whites 
% teaspoon cream of tartar 
% cup sugar “ 
12 almond halves 
Green Maraschino cherries 
Grated orange peel 
Beat egg whites and cream 


of tartar until soft peaks 
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form. Add sugar gradually, 
beating until whites hold in 
firm glossy peaks. Frost 
sides and border of cake 
with meringue; brown in 
moderate oven (350 degrees) 
10 to 15 minutes. Decorate 


cake, if desired, with almond 
halves for flowers, cherries 
for leaves and grated orange 
peel for flower centers.

Fearful Case 


MACON—‘‘This is the most shocking thing that’s happened in 
middle Georgia since the Woolfork murders,”” a woman told me. 
The Woolfork murders. The name was vaguely familiar. 


“There was a song,” she said. And I tried to remember. 
Along with “‘Death of Mary Fagin” and “Death of Floyd Collins” 
there was another dreadful old ballad greatly beloved by the coun- 
try people in my childhood. 

“‘Woolfork said to Rutherford, ‘Save me if you can.’” I 
couldn’t remember any more. For the sake of the surviving 
members of the family, people in Macon don’t talk about the Wool- 
fork murder case any more, except when something reminds them 
of it. The case of the elderly woman who adopted young men 
and had their lives insured just before they rather mysteriously 
died, for instance. 


Or the arsenic poisoning deaths of four relatives of Anjette 
Donovan Lyles. 

The Lyles case has Macon reeling. 

“I can’t remember what we talked about before this came up,” 
a young woman told me. “There’s a new rumor every minute 
and each one’s better than the last.’’ 

The only parallel between the present arsenic murders and the 
old Woolfork case, which was the sensation of the late 1800s, is 
that each had numerous victims. The Woolfork victims, eight 
brothers and sisters, ranging in age from infancy to adults, were 
allegedly killed by. an 18-year-old brother who went berserk with 
an ax. He was convicted and hanged—and somebody wrote a 
song about it. 

As many awful songs as we have I haven’t heard one about a 
murder case in many years, although somebody suggested that 
the current ditty beginning, ‘“‘I went to the witch doctor and 
asked him what to do,”’ might be apropos of the Lyles case. 


But the atmosphere created by mysterious death is a strange 
and fearful thing. People who have never pursued a celebrity in 
their lives will turn out in droves to see one of their number who 
is accused of murder. The day Anjette Lyles was transferred 
from the hospital to the Bibb County jail rumor of the transfer 
got out early and many people took up their vigil in doorways and 
windows all along the street. Some of them waited three or 
four hours for a glimpse of Anjette, who only a week ago had been 
visible all day long and far into the night running the restaurant 
across the street. 


The courthouse steps and lawn were packed, people stumbled 
excitedly over their own feet and the feet of others as Deputy 
Bill Murphy drove into the courthouse driveway and pulled up at 
the basement entrance. They wanted to see what she looked like, 
how she reacted to being charged with four murders. She was 
no longer Anjette, the young woman who grew up in Macon and 
played afternoons of her childhood in front of her family’s poultry 
and produce place on Poplar street. She was charged with having 
killed four people—two husbands, a mother-in-law and her child! 

When the brief and brisk little show was over, when Anjette 
was no longer on view, the questions began circulating. — How did 
she look? Was she sad? Was she angry? Did she look ill? | 

Far. far into the night I heard people who were there explain- 
ing to people who were not there how Anjette looked. The ver- 
sions ranged from ‘‘cool as a cucumber’’ to “happy and uncon- 
cerned”—deepening, of course, somewhat on the eyes of the 
beholder. 


The discovery of the strange and exotic props of witchcraft 
by sheriff’s officers sent many Macon people to searching books 
on the old voodoo lore. Pictures of a man—the same man—pinned 
under her bed in a man’s blue-ribbed sock, in her bureau drawer 
in the mate to the sock and in her stocking. Who was the man? 
The sheriff wasn’t saying. What did it mean? Does a man’s 
picture in a sock mean a woman loves or hates him? 

“] don’t know.” Sheriff James I. Wood answered reporters 
wearily.

Cerebral Palsy School 


Is Lesson in Courage 


Skeeter Faulkner, 15, put his head on Mrs. Agnes Seymour’s 
‘shoulder and said in a halting voice, ‘‘What I want to do is be 
-on your staff here!’’ 

Skeeter, whose real name is Arthur, was one of several boys 
at the moment in the vocational rehabilitation shop of Atlanta’s 
Cerebral Palsy School. Mrs. Seymour, who says she is “every- 
body’s grandma,”’ is really administrator of the school. 

All of her students are children and young people who have 
had a “short circuit” in that part of the brain which controls 
muscular coordination. The palsy is present in greater or lesser 
degree in all of the students. 


Automatic Reflexes Missing 

Things we take oa granted, like tying shoes, walking, talking, 
sitting, standing—thif®s we do by reflex without thinking—these 
children must make conscious effort to do. There is nothing wrong 
at all with their intelligence, but the conscious brain must work 
all the time to do things done by normal people automatically. 

Before the school was founded in Atlanta in 1950—and even 
ndw in places not as lucky as Atlanta to have such a school— 
little effort was made to train cerebral palsy patients to take a 
place in society. They were shunted aside—loved by parents—but 
more or less hidden from the world. 

Mrs. Seymour, a lovable, motherly woman, said, “‘You'd be 
surprised at the things we have to teach these children. They have 
lever really come into contact with society as we know it. Where 
you, as a child, ran down to the store for Mother, these children 
stayed at home. They know nothing about money, for instance, 
when they come to the school. Their contact with everyday life, 
as we know it, is very limited. 

‘“‘Here they find that they are not alone in their affliction, and 
that they are loved by others than their parents. You can see 
their personalities blossom,’’ Mrs. Seymour continued.

There is no cure for cerebral palsy, so you would think hope 
would be lacking in the students at the school. Far from it, indeed. 
Each one is doing his, or her, level best to improve the skills he 
has. It is a major achievement to make a letter, much less write 
a sentence, but they keep plugging away. 

Any time you feel like you need a lesson in courage, or a 
lesson in patience, or a lesson in ambition, or a lesson in tenacity, 
or a lesson in love—visit the school. You will come away with 
your heart hurting, but you will know you’ve seen some of the 
finest young folks in the world.

UNION DEMANDS 


The Union demands that all employees whose pay is 
figured by the hour, be forced to pay Union dues whether 
they belong to the Union or not.

LOCKHEED POSITION 


The Company believes that Union membership is a matter of personal 
choice and that no American citizen should be forced to pay Union 
dues in order to hold a job. Furthermore, Georgia law forbids the 


forcing of non-union employees to pay Union dues in order to 
hold their jobs 


The Union demands that only seniority and not skill, 


ability or efficiency should be considered when promot- 
ing, transferring or laying off employees. 


The Company recognizes, and always has given full consideration to 
seniority, but believes that in America individual skill, ability 
and efficiency must be fully utilized. 


The Union is complaining that large numbers of 
employees have been laid off in recent months. 


These layoffs are beyond the control of Lockheed and are due to 
federal budget cuts, and no changes in the Union Contract could 
have prevented such layoffs. 


The Union demands that an employee earn no 
seniority while in a supervisory job. 


The Company believes that promotion should not make an employee 
lose seniority if he should return to an hourly job. 


The Union is demanding that union chairmen be allowed 
to spend a large percentage of their time on union 
business during Company-paid working hours. 


The Company recognizes that Union chairmen should be allowed a 
reasonable amount of time to conduct Union business but such activities 
must be controlled as to the amount of time allotted and the area 

in which such work may be conducted. This activity must be controlled, 
since during the past two years the Union chairmen have abused 
this privilege.
